the attack, arrived and took up the 
pursuit of the rebels. 
Governor Osuna’s party, according 
to the Monterey newspaper, proceed­ 
ed to Victoria on the train In which 
the soldiers from Victoria had come, 
and ai rived safely, being met at tho 
station by a cheering multitude, who 
had almost despaired of seeing them 
again. 
According to the report, no one in 
the governor’s train w a s injured, and 
nothing is said of the losses to the 
rebel < ommand. 


An official report received from an­ 
other source states that in the battle 
General Gregorio Osuna, 
brother

Governor Osuna, was severely wound­ 
ed and taken to Victoria for medical 
treatment.

other day In Dallas at a conference 
of cotton growers. 
It was charged 
that Secretary Houston had assisted 
in forcing down the price of cotton 
aud a movement was started to force 
the removal of the embargo on cot­ 
ton for export shipment 
W hile the government and our a l­ 
lien were in need of large amounts 
of cotton w ith which to make am ­ 
munition and other war supplies, the 
price was sufficiently high to satisfy 
even the cotton grower, but now the 
reaction 
has set 
in and cotton 
is 
steadily dropping 
There is a great distinction between 
the treatm ent 
the 
cotton 
growers 
have received and that accorded the 
wheat 
growers. 
T h e 
la tte r 
were 
promised a 
price greater than had 
pVer been paid for wheat, with a guar­ 
antee that the price would be made 
good by the governm ent for all wheat 
grown th IB year. 
As 
a result we 
are to 
have 
the 
greatest wlieut crop produced in the 
world’s history, about a hundred and 
fifty million bushels gloater than the 
previous 
record 
crop 
of I Sr 19. 
To 
make good this guarantee, the people 
are lo be taxed over a billion dollars, 
aud the wheat prices are to be kept 
up by the guarantee, forcing the peo­ 
ple to pay almost as much for wheat 
with the great 
surplus on 
hand as 
they did when there was an actual 
shortage 


The cotton growers were not given 
auy guarantee of price, and only the 
demand caused the price to remain 
sufficiently high to give the cotton 
grower a living price while the cost 
of all other com modities was high. 
Now 
there is nu embargo on the 
export of cotton, w ith some of the 
European 
governments 
placing 
an 
embargo on its im portation, and the 
Germans and Austrians, form erly our 
customers to a large extent for this 
Am erican cotton, out of the market 
uutil the peace treaty iu signed

farm ers are 
planting cotton despite 
the advice of those who know the con 
ditions, and as a result the price this 
fall w ill be perhaps low er than it was

Theoretically, the police of­ 
ficer is supposed to watch over the 
enforcem ent of all laws, federal as 
w as as state and m unicipal, but in 
practice this does not alw ays work 
out. 
Not 
only 
are 
municipal 
officers 
Jealous as to th eir rights, hut the fed­ 
e ral officers are frequently m ore so. 
T here have been clashes betw een the 
various 
au thorities on 
m any 
occa­ 
sions, and court decisions upholding 
one or the o th e r of the conflicting 
a u th o ritie s have 
been 
frequent and 
confusing 
In questions 
of 
enforcing 
liquor 
laws, m uch depends upon the sen ti­ 
ment in the particu lar locality as to 
the activity of tho local officers. 
Not 
every place is so favored as L aredo 
in the m a tte r of having conscientious 
officers of the law who pursue the 
law b reak er relentlessly. 
W here popular sentim ent Is oppos­ 
ed to prohibition, it will he difficult 
to find the local police force active 
in enforcing prohibition. 
And it will 
not alw ays be possible to convict an 
accused person when the bulk of the 
people a re 
opposed 
to 
prohibition, 
even in a federal court 
It is evident th a t we are just at the 
beginning of our troubles as regards 
national prohibition 
T h ere 
a re 
no 
precedents to follow, for no nation in 
th e world has ev er before tried na­ 
tional prohibition. 
T h e 
people 
In 
som e sections a re im patient, to say 
the least, over th e passage of the law 
- or rath er, 
the 
executive 
o rd er— 
w hich brings about national prohibi­ 
tion of th e liquor traffic some m onths 
before It 
would 
be inaugurated 
by 
constitutional am endm ent. 
One curious feature of the whole 
affair is th at revenue officers are to 
be used to enforce a Jaw which wipes 
out a g re at part of the g o v e rn m e n t’s 
revenue and which docs not co n tem ­ 
p late any revenue tax. 
T h ere is no 
revenue feature 
to the 
prohibition 
law ; it m erely prohibits the m an u fac­ 
tu re and sale of liquor, not perm itting 
the conduct of the business on pay­ 
m ent of a revenue tax to the g o vern­ 
m ent. as formerly. 
So why the reve­ 
nue officers? 
It 
will 
becom e necessary in 
the 
future to create a special prohibition 
force of officers, to enforce the law. 
For it m ight as well he understood 
first as last that there is going to be 
som e opposition to the law, with con­ 
sequent a tte m p ts al evasion. 
It seem s stran g e that a law which 
provides penalties for violation of its 
provisions did not also provide for 
officers to enforce its observance, 
lf 
the local police are to be used in 
securing the enforcing the provisions 
of the prohibition law, which is a fed­ 
eral law and not under the jurisdic­ 
tion of th e local police m agistrates, 
how are they going to handle offen­ 
d e rs? 
T here is a probability that the va­ 
rious sta te and 
m unicipal law s re­ 
garding th e sale and m an u factu re of 
liquor will fall into disuse or even he 
repealed in order that th ere shall lie 
no conflict of authority- or of ju ris­ 
diction. 
And in this case it would 
seem that tile m unicipal police would 
h a v e little, if any, jurisdiction over 
offenders, especially a s they would 
properly have to a rraig n them before 
a federal judge and not before the 
police m agistrate, as is the case with 
plain 
d ru n k s 
o r 
e th e r 
offenders 
a g ain st the m unicipal ordinances.
